authority of the military to arrest and 
hold citizens was not determined under 
habeas corpus proceedings, as it would 
enlighten people as to their rights and 
duties. 


The town of Eeno has been unusually 


quiet sines tho embargo was laid on 
Pulltnau cars by a union of railroad 
employes. 
No 
trains 
have 
been 


stopped, no railroad property has boeia 
destroyed and no demonstration has 
been mado to prevent mail, passenger 
or any other kind ot trains from run- 
ning. The citizens are not interfering 
In the controversy between the Union 
men and tbo Pullman Company, excnpt 
to express their opinions, which they 
have a perfect right to do. They have 
no disposition to violate any law of the 
State or of the United States, or any 
rules which the military may establish, 
but they are jealous of their right?, 
and would be unworthy of American 
citizenship if they were not, and there 
was intense excitement in consequence 
of the arrest. During this excitement 
a man who was under the influence of 
liquor was fired at by a soldier, said to 
have been acting uuder orders. Had 
the man been killed, the general belief 
is that the soldier would have been 
shot u-td innocent blood would have 
been shod, as there were many persons 
— men, women and children — on the 
strdats. 
The iutoxicnted man was 


taken into custody by the Sheriff, nnd 
it is but justice to the strikers to say 
that neither he nor the man arretted 
by the militarj ;s a striker or in any 
way connected with the railroad. 


We submit that the lives of our citi- 


zens and the peace of the community 
should not be dependent upon' the 
aim of a soldier acting under the or- 
ders of his superior officers. If the 
town, or any public street, or part of a 
street, railway track or depot is under 
martial law, let the people know it, 
that they may not, through ignorance 
risk the loss of life or )imb. There 
has not oeen riot or disturbance of any 
kind or character; no menace to life or 
property iu Kt;no during the present 
unfortunate condition of affairs, save 
when a soldier arrested a citizen and 
another soldier fired at one. Men rep- 
respntittg the Government of the United 
States, and presumably obeying orders, 
should not precipitate a riot by an 
imprudent act. If a citizen had fired a 
shot on the public strnet, as the soldier 
did, he would have beea arrested by 
the civil authorities for violating a 
State Jaw, and the opinion is expressed 
that tho officers should have arrested 
the soldier. 


If United States troops are sent into 


a peaceable community by President, 
Marshal or other authority, aud dis- 
turb the peace of th.xtcomuiuuity, they 
should be amenable to the civil law, 
unless martial law is

Congressman Springer of Illinois has 


introduced a bill to create a National 
Board of Arbitration. It provides that 
the Board shall consist of three rnem- 
bers-J two of whom shall bo appointed 
by the President and the third shall be 
tho Commissioner of Labor. The ap- 
pointed members sb? 11 hold office for 
six years and receive a pension of 
$3,000 each per annum. It empowers 
the Commissioners to settle all contro- 
versies between railroads or other com- 
panies engaged in transportation of 
property or passengers between the 
several States, or between tho United 
States and foreign nations and their 
employes, when such 
controversies 


may hinder the transportation of prop- 
erty, passengers or mails. The Board 
shall have power to investigate sucb 
differences, whether called upon or not 
by the transportation companies and 
tbeir employes, and report its findings 
to the President. 
It is greatly to be 


hoped that this bill will be expedited 
through both Hoases of Congress and 
sent to the President, that the present 
strike may '. o settled and strikes may 
be averted iu ihe future. It is futile 
to attempt to disguise the fact that a 
prejudice has been engendered against 
Pullman cars which cannot be dissi- 
pated in a day or a year unless the con- 
troversy is compromised. Public sym- 
pathy has been aroused and many per- 
sons electors they will not travel on 
Pullmans under any circumstances 
until the company arbitrates tho differ- 
ences with its employes. If the arbi- 
tration bill becomes a law n Board 
would immediately be organized with 
power to settle the dispute, and amic- 
able relations would at once be estab- 
lished between all concerned. Arbi- 
tration Is the most rational method yet 
devised for settling disputes between 
organized capital and organized labor 
—batweeu employers and employed. 
(Strikes entail general loss, and should 
never be resorted to until all other 
means of settlement fail. In almost 
*jvery instance they are settled in the 
end by arbitration, and npon terms 
which, if agreed to ia the beginning, 


Citizens of Nevada Petition the Gov- 


ernor to Have Troops Re- 


moved from the State. 


The Situation in California. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 10.—The South- 


ern Pacific Railroad backed by the com- 
bined military 
forces, Federal and 


State Governments continues to main- 
tain a fairly satisfactory 
passenger 


service in Northern California but not- 
withstanding this formidiable array the 
railroad officials were unable to re- 
trieve the lost management of their 
freight business. Passenger 
service, 


too, is by no means restored, for trains 
are still being side tracked at night as 
a precautionary measure against the 
train-wreckers. 


In Oakland this morning the strikers 


formed into several riotous mobs of 
two or three hundred men each. All 
incoming and outgoing passenger trains 
wore so strongly guarded that they 
were interfered with but the fury of the 
mob fell upon such luckless non-union 
railroad men as the strikers were able 
to \\aylay going to and from work. 
Several times the troops were called 
out to disperse rioters aad rescue non- 
union men. Shortly afceruoon a freight 
traia was started from tho yards on 
the Mole. At Seventh street crossing 
the nou-unioa UIPU iu charge of the 
train found themselves at the mercy of 
a mob of strikers. Strikers had man- 
aged to chmb aboard nnd cut the air- 
brake. The train was stalled and soon 
the rioters who swarmed about had 
drawn all the coupling pins. Then a 
troop of cavalry and a company of in- 
fantry came down upon the mob. Tho 
crralrymen used 
their 
sabres and 


clubbed with their pi&tols and the foot 
soldiers prodded freely with their bay- 
onets. In the struggle two shots were 
fired by the soldiers though no one was 


hit. 
The strikers were finally but to 


flight and a number of rioters sought 


1 refuge iu the cottage of a striking 


I yard foreman. The .soldiers afterward 
raided the house and arrested twenty- 
one men. Several of the rioters were 


( severely cut aud bruised. The freight 
traiu was run to a side-track and aban- 
doned. 


After this occurred the 
soldiers 


going ou trains as guards were given 
positive orders to shoot anyone who 
attempted to interfere with any train. 
The freight train was finally sent out 
under a strong guard comprising COO 
militia. Out of Sacramento the trains 
are running with less interference. 
Tho railroad announcc-a that several 
fruit trains will be dispatched from 
Sacramento to-morrow night or Wed- 
nesday morning. 


Owing to the recent burning of 


trestles in tho Siskiyou region no trains 
have been sent out on the Oregon 
branch. A train will probably be dis- 
patched for Portland to-morrow. Pas- 
senger trains from the east are now 
arriving in San Francisco. Eight, days 
eastern mail was received here to-day. 


The Southern Pacific officials claim 


that many strikers are applying to be 
taken back and say employment will 
bo given to all but those most active in 
organizing the strike. At Sacramento 
several hundred men returned to work 
iii the railroad shops this morning. 
They were compelled to sign an agree- 
ment to withdraw from the A. B. U. 


There was considerable excitement 


at Duasmuir this afternoon. Captain 
Boulson, commanding the Stockton 
militia that was serving as guard on 
the passenger train, arrested a citizen 
who crossed the track and approched 
the train. The captain nourished a 
revolver and arrested him. At Duns- 
mnir the symoathy is largely with tho 
strikers and Captain 
Boulson was 


promptly arrested by the civil author- 
ities. 


to take away the strikers. Assistant 
District Attorney Knight 
excitedly 


jumped to his feet and "met the sol- 
diers as they were entering the court 
room. He ordered them to return to 
the depot, which they did after con- 
siderable hesitation. 
Excitement in 


the court room was intense. Several 
of the spectators reached for their hip 
pockets and announced their intention 
to follow Judge Catlin'a instructions 
to prevent the regulars from taking 
away the prisonei's. Others securely 
barred the doors leading to the court 
room and threateningly declared their 
intention of resisting the regular?. 
While axcitemant was at fever h»at the 
Assistant District Attorney arose and 
waved the regulars back. 
He then 


commanded them to return to their 
quaiters at the depot. After 1ht> ex- 
citement had subsided Judge Oatlin 
ordered the three prisoners remanded 
to the custody of the Chief of Police. 
They are chargad with stealing an en- 
gine at Dunsmuir. 


By direction of Marshal Baldwin and 


Col. Graham, District Attorney Knight 
later sent a letter to Judge Catlin ox- 
plaining that the boldiers had merely 
been sent to the court room as wit- 
nesses, and brought their nirns with 
them under a m* apprehension, and 
stating that the Federal oiHc-ers in Sac- 
ramento wish to correct the impression 
that they are in any way exceeding 
their authority.
